TO ORGANIZE FOR CAMPAIGN WORK. 


The Plan Suggested at Minntapolls— 


Cornelius N, 
Blisa and 
L. T. 


Mlchener Mentioned — The 
president and Mr. Clarkson. 


WASHINGTON, Juno 97.—About thirty 


members of the national republican 
committee, which la called to moet for 
organization In til Is city this morning, 
are on thu ground, nnd a, lively rontoit 
1« being wages over the chairmanship. 
After the nomination hud been made at 
Minneapolis, it was suggested ttmt thu 
committee Hhould organize by tho se- 
lection of Mr. Clarkson ns chairman 
and tho appointment of nn oxecntlve. 
committee, to havo Immediate charge 
of thn campaign, unili>r another head. 
This was it suggestion merely, how- 
ever, ftiul it was thought that tlie mem- 
bers of the committee would meet at 
Washington 
nnd 
after 
conferring 


with representatives 
of 
the nrosl- 


d»nt, effect an organization that would 
be satisfactory 
anil harmonious ivll 


around. In thu interim, since the ad- 
journment of the convention, state- 
menu have been published as coming 
from Mr. Clarkson to thu effect that ho 
did not desire to serve another term as 
chairman, but these apparently wore 
without authority from him, for this 
afternoon, It was announced that Mr. 
Clarksou had stated to his friends th;>t 
If they desired him to serve as chair- 
man of the committee und they elected 
him, he wiwld aeeept the position. 


The selection of Mr. ClarUson as 


chairman of the committee, however, 
will bo opposed by the friends of the 
administration. Hut who will oppose 
him has not been definitely determined 
upon, the 
probabilities 
being that 


George V. Massey, of Delaware, who 
Hocomled the nomination of President 
Harrison at 
Minneapolis 
will 
be 


•elected. In the event that n straight 
contest shall ensue between Mr. Clark- 
son and an administration representa- 
tive, it cannot lie stated ut present 
what the result will be. lioth parties 
claim u majority for tho control of the 
committee. On one point it is .said they 


re agreed, and that is that the admin- 
istration has twenty-one members of 
Lho committee who can be depended 
upon In any exigency. Tlie opposition 
claim thu same number, while, the 
friends of thu administration concede 
them but nineteen, leaving six or eight 
members iu doubt, 
liecause of this un- 


certainty, efforts are being made- to 
liarmonlro the differences in tlie commit' 
Lee, and various schemes are under con- 
sideration. 


One Is that in view of the fact that 


Lhe work ol thu committee must by 
done In Now York city, a New York 
[justness man should be chosen to con- 
duct its operation. 
If it be found that 


H can be done, und it is determined 


to do It, the name of (Cornelius N. llliss 
will probably be presented to the com- 
mittee for consideration in that con- 
nection. 
It Is understood that. Mr. 


[Miss ha* Intimated his willingness to 
undertake the dilllcult work of th" 
place. 


Anothiir proposition is that the sug- 


gestion made at Minneapolis shall be 
car-led out, v i / : That Mr. (Marksoii 
lie elected chairman of the national 
committee and another person be chosen 
aftchalrman of thu executive commit- 
tee. Rut this does not seem to meet 
tho wishes of either side. 
Mr. Clark- 


Bon IH reported to have said that ho 
will be chuirman of the national com- 
mittee and chairman of the executive 
committee or neither. 
On thu other 


hand, It Is said by friends of the ad- 
ministration, that there Is no precedent 
In the party organization for the di- 
vision of these two olllecs, and there Is 
some reluctance manifested in depart- 
ing from the line. Should this arrange- 
ment bo carried out, tho name of Mr. 
L. T. Mlchener will probably be can- 
vassed in connection with the chair- 
manship of the executive couimitlcc. 


Mr, Mlchener wns in charge of the 


Harrison forces at Minneapolis, and his 
worU there won mn.'ih praise from all 
who witnessed It. 
He does not desire 


to engage In the worU of the campaign, 
but If elected by tho committee will 
itoubtless lay aside his personal feel- 
ings and accept the duty devolved upon 
him. 


Tho situation Is one of doubt anil un- 


certainty and the solution may not be 
reached until the committee meots this 
morning, but the friends of the admin- 
istration express much confidence in 
their ability to perfect the organiza- 
tion of the commltteo in aceordanco 
with their purposes when they shall 
havo been finally fomnulatcd.

The Work Bofore Congress to bo 


Rushed. 


AN EARLY ADJOURNMENT EXPECTED. 


Members and Senators Anxious to be 


Free to Engage in Campaign Work 


for Their Parties and Themselves 


—Congressional Forecast. 


WASHINGTON, June 
37.—With 
tho 


work of the national conventions com- 
pleted and the campaign fairly on, con- 
gross is anxious to finish up its work so 
that members may fjjut into the field 
and work for the national tickets and, 
of course, for themselves. There arc 
many opinions expressed as to the time 
when the lossion will end. The most 
general one Is that adjournment will 
take place during the first ten days of 
August, but there are some who be- 
lieve that the guvol will fall by the 
middle of July. 
From now on until 


tho end of tho session tlie Congressional 
Reeord will be illled with speeches of 
an ultra political character, and tlie 
average American will find It diffi- 
cult to trace 
any 
connection be- 


tween the texts of a majority of 
them and the subjects on which they 
arc supposed to be delivered. Debate 
on the appropriation bills in tho senate 
will give democratic senators a chance 
to say something about "tlie billion- 
dollar congress;" i. consideration of the 
bill providing for the election of presi- 
dent and vice-president by a direct vote 
of the people will give the democrats of 
the house their opportunity to talk 
ubout the federal elections or "force 
bill;" Senator Vest's resolution to have 
the free wool hill reported from tho 
finance committee to the senate with- 
out delay, will allow republican and 
democratic senators to talk tari (T to 
their hearts' content. In fact, every 
measure brought forward for consid- 
eration, no matter how unimportant it 
may be or how far removed from politi- 
cal intention, will serve as a text for 
Htump speeches galore. 


To the average man the reason for 


this .sudden influx of stump-speech ora- 
tory will Bii«m to be obvious, and his 
opinion in tlie matter v-'ill bo correct 
BO far as it t,roes. liut it docs go far 
enough, A congressman does not spend 
time and money iu the preparation of a 
political speech to be delivered in tha 
senate or house simply to hear himself 
talk, and to have it synopsised in n 
paragraph or two in the newspapers. 
lit! lias a deeper, a morn far-reaching ob- 
jeet. Every speech, every remark inudo 
upon the floor of either house is re- 
ported in full in the Congressional Rec- 
ord, and every congressman has tho 
privilege of Mending through the mails 
without payment of postage an unlim- 
ited number of copies of anything- that 
appears iu the Record, Ho every po- 
litical speech delivered in congress 
from 
now 
uii 
until 
adjournment 


will be printed in pamphlet form by 
the thousands and sent 
broadcast 


through the country by means of Uncle 
Sam's mail service, without payment 
of postage for tho 
purpose 
of in-

TERRIBLE DISASTER. 


Tho Lose of One Thousand Lives 


at Sea 


FEJHED BY EXPERIENCED MARINERS 


The Wrecks Reported by the Steamer 


Ocean Supposed to be Those of 


Crowded Vessels Lost In a 


Collision at Sea. 


NEW YORK, June 27.—Mariners here- 


about incline to the opinion that a ter- 
rible disaster has recently occurred at 
Bear somewhere near this port, in which 
more than a thousand souls 
have 


perished. 
The facts that lead to this 


opinion arc as follows: 


Saturday the steamer Ocean arrived 


and reported that on last Thursday 
morning the wreck of a full-rigged 
ship was passed in lat. 40:3'.! north, 
long. 08:40 west. The captain of the 
Ocean made a careful examination to 
ascertain the name of the craft, 
but

and partly submerged he could only 
make out the n ords "Yarmouth, N S.," 
m the stern.

As everybody knows, there is not a 
mechanic in the United States that has 
as many working hours for the pay as

Every day, holidays, celebration days, 
when everybody else don't work are his 
bnaydays. We are entitled to a half day a 
week, but it is on some day that every- 
body is busy and there is nothing going 
on. The object of the Union is for tbe 
barber to have one day in the seven to 
call his own, and tbe day selected is 
Sunday. 
We give our half day off

There is Going to be a Eevival of 


that Notable Folly. 


We seem likely to have a revival of th ) 


excitement over the efficiency of glass of 
different colon in the oure of different 
diseases, says the Interior, which was so 
prevalent a few years ago in Europe and 
in this country. The renewal of interest 
upon this subject starts from Italy, and 
is tbe result of experiments as to the 
effects of color on the nerves of tbe sick 
and insane in the hospital at Alessan- 
dria, where rooms with red, blue and 
violet glass in the windows, and paints of 
^he same color upon the walls, were ar- 
ranged for the purpose of testing the 
effects of different colors upon the vari- 
ous stages and phases of insanity. One 
maniac became entirely calm and ra- 
tional — so say the attending physicians — 
after spending an hour in tbe "blue 
room;" another became quiet and ap- 
parently rational lifter spending a day in 
the "violet room." The "red room" is 
used for those afflicted with that form of 
dementia known as melancholia, and in 
which the patient almost invariably re- 
'uses food. After spending three hours 
in the room a patient afflicted with this 
phase of insanity became cheerful and 
apparently rational and called for food. 
An investigation— if there hoe ever been 
a fair and 
full investigation — of the 


effects of the different colors of light 
upon mental end other diseases seems 
now likely to be made. 
It certainly 


should be — and it should be thorough 
and exhaustive. 
Heretofore we have 


only played around the edges of this 
very important matter

The Sunday Question. 


The Sunday observance question was 


discussed at several of our churches yes- 
terday, and at onoe on this account be- 
comes a question of some prominence. 
Various and discordant views hare in 
every age been held regarding Sunday 
observance. Those who believe there is 
a God must admit that his revealed will, 
inolnding bis laws, were given for the 
benefit of his creature man, to promote 
good government, good society, for the 
oomtort, security and happiness of all 
tho people 


When God promulgated the deoaloRue 


He announced to mankind the same 
principle reiterated in the Declaration o 


ndependenoe, the Fatherhood of Goc 
nd the brotherhood 
of man, or, the 


equality of all men in birth and responsi- 
bility. The decalogue has three distinct 
livisions: 
The three commandments 


hat relnte to God and His worship; the 
one commandment relating to the ob- 
servance of the Sabbath; and tbe six 
commandments relating to the protection 
of the individual in society. 


The first division embraces the govern- 


ment of the church, the last division em- 
braces the government ot the state, and 
the injunction to keep the Sabbath is the 
span I hat touches or unites both church 
and state. 


Under the old Mosaic law, when church 


and state were united, Sabbath observ- 
ance was enforced by Inw, juat as the 
Hebrew citizen wns 
restrained from 


theft, false swearing or murder; but 
when the Christian dispensation was in- 
troduced an entirely new idea ot secur- 
ing happiness to tho people was declared. 
While the fatherhood of God and the 
brolhorhood of rnnn was recognized, per- 
haps in n broader sense than ever before, 
Christ declared when he said, "Itonder 
unto Ciosar the things that ere Csusar's, 
and unto God the 
thingo that are 


God's," a separation between church and 
state. It was declared also to be a dis- 
pensation wherein God's laws would be 
written upon the hearts of men, rather 
than upon statute books; a dispensation 
when men should be controlled by con- 
science, rather thnn Inw; a dispensation 
when men should accept religion b;' their 
own free will, and not by coercion of law; 
n dispensation when, men would elect to 
be good citizens of the state by free con- 
sent, rather than fear of the law, prin- 
ciples which have been fully recognized 
and adopted by our own government in 
the Declaration of Independence. 


These principles make good citizens. 


Laws ocly protect good citizens, in the 
enjoyment of life, from the encroach- 
ment of those who disregard these prin- 
ciples. Inasmuch, then, as men cannot

the Sunday observance question, these 
facts should be borne in mind. 


While it is true that we have Sunday 


laws on the statute books, it will be 
noticed that these laws in no cuae attempt 
to force men to observe the Sabbath, but 
are made to protect the home and re- 
ligious societies from disturbance by 
those who are not disposed to keep the 
Sabbath by their own tree consent, or as 
a matter of conscience, 
A mau can no 


more be compelled by law to "remember 
the Sabbath day to keep it holy" than he 
can be compelled by law to accept the 
religion of Jesus Christ or be a good 
citizen and a loyal subject of this govern- 
ment. These things can only be done 
by the free consent of the individual. 


But it God requires the observance of 


the Sabbath day for the good of man; it 
tbe observance of one day in the week 
for rest is essential to the good order of 
society, it must follow that a failure to 
keep the day is as dangerous to the per- 
petuity of the happiness of a people ae 
to disregard any other injunction ot the 
decalogue. "The Sabbath was mado for 
man and not man for the Sabbath" has 
llexibility enough in it to open the way 
for any conscientious individual to do 
those things, and only those things, that 
are necessary to be done on that day. 


While it follows from these facts that 


the best index to the morality of a nation 
is the degree iu which the people ob- 
serve the Sabbath, it must be borne in 
mind that the only -ray to bring a people 
up to the observance of the Sabbath is 
to impress upon tbem the necessity arid 
importance, from every point of view, of 
its observance, and also that religious 
organizations aud special religionists and 
so-oalled reform organizations may, and 
have, violated the sanctity of the Sab- 
bath, to ths hurt of good society, as wan- 
tonly as have secret societies and kindred 
organizations, by public demonstiations 
on that day.
